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The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Claims 31-41 are drawn to isolated polynucleotides encoding a calcium dependent protein 
kinase of specific amino acid composition and homo logs thereof having at least 90% identity to 
said protein kinase while retaining kinase function, chimeric genes and vectors comprising said 
products, methods of producing plants comprising transforming a plant cell with said products, 
as well as plants and cells comprising said chimeric genes. 

Claimed polynucleotides are free of prior art. Further, the prior art does not teach or 
suggest preparing such specifically claimed polynucleotides. Hence, said polynucleotides are also 
non-obvious. Since claimed polynucleotides are novel and non-obvious, specifically claimed 
homologs thereof, vectors and chimeric genes comprising said products, methods of producing 
plants comprising transforming a plant cell with said products, as well as plants and cells 
comprising said chimeric genes are also novel and non-obvious. 

Claims 31-41 are allowed.
